Elizabeth street, is rapidly nearing 
completion and the officers

company state that tho plant will be, 
when placed in operation, one of the 
most modern and thoroughly equipped 
of any of the kind in the country. 
The machinery is 
all massive 
and 


modern, and the battery 01 water tuoe 
boilers, equipped 
with 
automatic 


feeders, is as fine as any in the state 


One of the interesting features of 


the new plant is the giant 
smoke 


stack which was practically complet- 
ed, today so far as the iron and steel 
work is concerned, by the E. Keeler 
Co., 
of Williamsport. Pa. This con 


struction work was done under the 
able supervision 
of Messrs. B. J 


Hoffman and Orson E. Williams, who 
have completed their work in a capa- 
ble, businesslike 
manner. To per 


sons familiar with
